Fourth Floor 
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Reflection on Our District 

Another session of the Great and 
General Court of the Common- 
wealth of Massuchusetts has end- 
ed, and in general the Senatorial 
district of which Andover is a part 
did very little to make the General 
Court Great. 


Last fall, in the primaries, The 
Townsman suggested that Clifford 
Cusson of Haverhill, running for 
the Republican nomination, was 
not the man for the job. He made 
the nomination however, and un- 
fortunately there was no Demo- 
cratic nominee, the result being 
that (Mr. Cusson went in without 
much trouble. 


(But we'd better start doing some- 
thing about it. He’s done a fine job 
of making the voters of this dis- 
trict look ridiculous, because when 
a representative of ayy section 
acts silly and childish and clown- 
ish,~it reflects on the people that 
chose him as their representative. 
You probably all read about it in 
the Boston papers; they gave him 
a lot of space, not too compliment- 
ary, for his antics. Even the papers 
in his own home town of Haverhill 
are pretty much disgusted. 

The trouble was of course that 
the leaders of the Republican par- 
ty in this area made no\move to 
get a strong candidate into the 
field. They seemed to feel that as 


long as the chances were pretty 
good that a Republican would get 
it anyway, they didn’t have to do 
anything about putting a good Re- 
publican into the race, Any old 
Republican, just so long as he was 


a Republican, would do. That of 
course has been the theory that 
has brought the Republican party 
down to its present state of inef- 
fectiveness, because the average 
voter wants good office-holders re- 
gardless of his party label. Gone 
are the days when voters would 
glance down a ballot and put a 
cross opposite every name that 
said “Republican” after it. Voters 
are thinking these days, and if the 
Republican party wants to get 
back into control, it’s about time 
that the leaders of the party got 
onto themselves. America will 
vote for good Republicans first; it 
will vote for good Democrats be- 
fore it will vote for poor Republi- 
cans however, 


If the Democratic party had had 
a decent candidate in the field last 
November, Clifford Cusson would 
not have made it, and we'd be bet- 
ter off. If Mr. Cusson could only 
get around and meet all the voters, 
and talk with them, chances are 
he wouldn’t get many votes at all. 
He’s impossible, as everybody who 
knows him really knows, friend or 
foe.
